2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does not 
show said elongated tension member being anchored at said second end and being connected to a 
structural member in a building at said second end, said building having a structural frame, said 
resisting member being connected to the structural frame of the building, the fastening member 
and said expansion device are only connected to the structural frame of the building by the 
attachment of the fastening member to the tension member and by the receipt by the expansion 
device of the elongated tension member therethrough and by the contact of the expansion device 
with the resisting member in combination with other claimed limitations.
